N o v em b er, 
D e c e m b e r, 
January and February. 
—When the 1974 repeal law 
expires on Feb. 23, 
1975 
(before the experation of the 
law it repealed) the nation 
will return to daylight saving 
time except for those states 
that have had continuing 
exemptions. 
—The nation will officially 
return, on April 27, 1975, to

of

At the age of 39, on Dec. IO, 
1950, in the Southside Baptist

an eighth grade education, 
he entered 
East 
Texas 
Baptist College in Marshall, 
and graduated in two years 
and ll months. His life from 
then on has been dedicated 
to God.
